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FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


We  have  had  no  serious  fires  the  past  year  even 
though  the  woodlands  were  very  dry  during  part  of 
the  summer  and  fall.  The  most  dangerous  fire  oc- 
curred near  Bridgewater  Station  on  the  R.  E.  A.  line 
which  cost  $51.20  and  was  paid  in  full  by  the  Insurance 
Co.,  insuring  the  contractor.  Fifteen  permits  were 
issue  for  burning  brush  and  rubbish  during  the  year. 
Permits  are  required  for  all  burning  in  or  near  wood- 
lands. Permits  do  not  lessen  the  responsibility  of  the 
parties  obtaining  them  if  damage  is  done  to  adjoining 
property. 

We  have  some  fire  fighting  tools  but  not  enough 
for  handling  a  large  fire  and  the  State  forestry  de- 
partment recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
$24.00  for  additional  equipment.
